SH A NG H AI, Dec. 9.— The climax 
of the anti-German feeling came 
here today when a body of German 
marines euroute from Shanghai to 
Hankow were fired upon by rebels 
at Kin Kiang, and taken prisoners. 
The feeling against Germany has 
been growing steadily of late, fan­ 
ned by the belief that the Germans 
furnished the guns for the attack 
which resulted in the re-capture of 
Han Yang, and that they directed 
the attack. 
German warships left 
Shanghai today for the scene of 
the trouble.

| In 1902, seven hundred miners were 
killed there in an explosion. 
Aid has been dispatched to

scene of the alleged disaster from 
Pittsburg,

A dust explosion is be­ 
lieved to have been the cause of the 
expMteion. 
The mine is located at Bryceviiie, 
Tenn., and all the men are believed 
j to have perished, numbering at least

rock, two miles from the entrance to 
the mine. 
The blast came at 
7:«30 
this morning just after the day shift 
went to work. 
Volumes of smoke at 
noon were still issuing 
from

Hundreds of women 
and 
children 
are gathered at the mouth of the pit 
at Bryceviiie, and many of them have 
tried to hurl themselves into the mine, 
despairing of ever seeing their loved 
ones who are shut beneath.

hope for the entombed miners is that 
portions of the wail and roof of the 
mine have collapsed, shutting off the 
deadly gasses which otherwise would 
kill every raau entombed. 
The first rescuers attempting to en­ 
ter the pit were driven back by smo..e 
and fire which raged in
